AWS SHOULD BE ENFORCED. 
New York is full of recently ar- 
rived foreigners. Many of these are 
in the habit of carrying concealed 
weapons, and when disputes arise 
knives and pistols are recklessly 
brought to play. The result is fre- 
quent arrests, sometimes for murder. 
The reform police authorities of 
Greater New York have undertaken 
to enforce the laws against carrying 
dangerous weapons. In New York 
proper it has been necessary to arrest 
thousands in the foreign quarters, 
but in Brooklyn few persons have 
been found violating this law. 


interesting. In New York the courts 
have been letting such offenders go 
with the lightest fines prescribed by 
the law. In Brooklyn, courts imbued 
with a higher sense of justice have 
impoted heavy fines for these offenses 

Here lies a yaluable lesson for all 
peace officers and courts. Laws are 
made to be enforced, and the inten- 
tion of the law in giving courts large 
discretionary powers, is not to let 
crime run rampant and not to be un- 


without inflicting undue punishment. 
For first offenses or when mitigating 
conditions are found, light punish- 


hardened lawbreakers who come be- 
fore the courts are made to feel the 
heavy ‘hand of organized society in 
order to protect society. In times 
and places where a certain crime is 
epidemic just judges usually see that 
those convicted ‘are made “awful ex- 
aniples.” 

All over the country lax adminis- 
tration inevitably results in whole- 
sale violation of law. This no doubt 
arises in great degree from an elec- 
tive judiciary. This is not printed to 
find radical fault with our system 
of government, Those who made this 
system coun on the intelligence, 
patriotism and moral qualities pos- 
sessed and likely to be possessed by 
the average American citizen. We 
do not think that in the main, in the 
tong run, they made any great mis- 
take. We have had a very large im- 
migration from abroad of men and 
women who do not measure up to our 
standard. Hut these are quickly as- 
similated. In time the system will 
work out well. 

The highest court, and that of last 
appeal in this country, is public opin- 
ion. This is generally intelligent and 
wholesome. It is becoming more so 
and will be felt in proportion as it 
rises to higher ideals of duty and cit- 
izenship.. But public opinion must 
make itself heard before it can be 
felt. It is the duty of every good 
citizen to speak up and to speak out 


lwhen any practice is allowed to grow 


up which tends to create a d rd 
for any law in the community where 
he lives. It is not contempé of court 
for a citizen to speak and to speak 
with emphasis when any court is cor- 
rupt or even when it Is lax. 

Laws of less importance should be 
entorced as well as those of greater 
import. There is a city ordinance 
which préscribes the way of setting 
out garbage at the homes of inhab- 
itants, to be gathered up by the 
wagons. This law is ignored in a 
wholesale way in parts of the city. 
The authorities have undertaken to 
enforce it more rigidly. That is right. 
It is not necessary to be harsh or to 
inflict hardship on any person. But 
all alike should be compelled to 
obey. The comfort of passers-by is at 
stake, and more, the health of the city. 

There is a law as to the standard 
of milk offered here for sale. An at- 
tempt is being made to enforce this 
law more strictly. But a court which 
habitu@ly allows a milkman convict- 
ed of the offense off with a fine of $5 
is not enforcing the law. That is 
putting a premium on misdereanor. 

Sometimes the keeper of a danger- 
ous dive, operating under the guise of 
a club, is brought into court and 
charged with maintaining a place 
where the ruin of young girls is made 
easy. Not only is the charge proved, 
but sometimes the keeper of the club 
is found a chief offender. What is 
done? In some cases a moderate fin 
may be imposed, or a few days in jail. 
The court which gives such a 
scoundrel less than the limit of the 
law in both fine and imprisonment is 
accessory after the act in the case at 
bar and accessory before the act in a 
dozen new cases sure to come up in 
the future. -

given employment by the railroad 
company—end this includes the lim- 
iting of apprentices being trained to 
run the Cars. 

As. to the wages and. hours, the out- 
side community has nothing to say. 
That is a matter between the employ- 
ers and the employés. If the mana- 
gers of the railroad come to the con- 
clusion that $3 a day is a fair pay for 
carmen under existing circumstances,
